BIG ROOM FOR IMPROVEMENT. 


Plan to Save the Oieat Waste of 


Energy niid Money. 


It is not likely to happen just y 


awhile, but many astronomers are pr 
parcl for the fall of the moon at a d' 
tant date, says the Cincinnati Enquire 


It is probable that eventuaUv the 


moon vull be elr:n\n ivell withm the 
sphere of attraction of the earth. At 
present she is just far enough oil to 
be kept in tow, so to speak, and to 
whirl round and round lib as well as 
spin herself. 


But when the inevitable time comes, 


and she is drawn far into the at ti action 
radius, she is likely to be pulled right 
clown and fall onto the earth, for her at- 
traction is, of course, much weaker than 
ours. She is in more clanger of this at 
one time than another, and the danger 
is increasing- gradually but surely. It 
may be 10,000 or 15,000 years jet. but 
when she does fall there will ceitain- 
ly be a terrific bump, and the whole 
system of the earth will he badly jolted 


It is calculated that, taking the most 


dangerous epoch of the year into con- 
sideration and her eonsequentposition, 
she is likely to fall on the northeastern 
part of Europe, and will entirely wipe 
Russia and Germany from the map.

The article goes ou at a column's 


length to show what Mr. Daigh had 
figured out as the result of tho tests 
he made. It says: "Mr. Daigh found 
the plant was extravagant in the use 
of steam, that tho steam is not gener- 
ated to the best advantage and that a 
targe amount of coal, equal to about 
two tons a day, is wasted by the loss 
of the pressure of the water from the 
reservoir. He is of the opiniou that a 
saving of more than HO per cent in 
operation can bo made or about $5000 
a year." It reports Mr. Daigh as 
pointing out among the defects that 
the Hughes puuip is a most extiavagnut 
user of steam, which can be remedied; 
that wet steam is used wliich has not 
the efficiency of dry steam because it 
takes more to get the same horse 
power; poor grates, too l.irgo a per 
cent of coal going through wheu shak- 
ing the fires; tho evaporation is uot 
up to the boiling point; tho Allis 
pumps are showing a much higher 
duty for each hundred pounds of coal 
than the Hughes pumps, ' but 20 per 
cent of efficiency can be added to 
them. All the pumps ou duty now 
most of the time. 
Whou the changes 


are finished one Allis pump will lift 
the water to tho hill ami the other 
one will force H into the mains and 
the use of the Hughes and Clapp & 
Jones pumps will be practically dis- 
continued or held in reserve. The 
changes will double the capacity of 
the plant for fire purposes and the 
saving in operation of the plant will 
bo made by saving steam by either 
adding cylinders or 
enlarging the 


cylinders of the Allis pumps; by 
changing tho steam pipes; by chang- 
ing the boiler Setting aud by utilizing 
the pressure of the water from the 
reservoir oa the hill. That pressure 
alone will equal between !i3 and 3S 
horse power or the use of 8SOO pounds 
of coal a day. 
Tue pressure of the 


water from tho reservoir 
will be 


utilized by putting in an air chamber. 
This is what the Review reports Mr. 
Daigh as outlining for the improve- 
ment This was before the work was 
began, and before the figures had all 
beau received from the pump people 
for ^material.

Iu either case* it was 
not creditable to Mayor Taylor to hire 
him.

It is a curious fact that several con 


t-picuoiis examples of nations thrivin 
under weak rulers are to be found i 
history. 


To begin with, the Roman empire un 


doubtedly reached its highest level 
commercial and military prosperit 
during the first 400 years or so of tli 
Christian era, and yet the majority o 
its rulers during ihis period displaye 
very little administrative ability, an 
many of them were not only weak bu 
absolutely \icious. In this case, bov 
ever, it may be taken that the accunu 
lated energy which had been growin 
up for centuries found its lastcxpre 
sion during the rule of the later em 
perorb, and that Rome developed rathe 
in spite of them than because of them 
We have another striking example i 
Hussia under Tvan the Teniblc, wh 
was undoubtedly the mostunmitigate 
savaje that ever occupied a Europea 
throne. 
Yet under him Kubsia dcve 


oped in every way as she had never de- 
veloped before. 
In fact, it is not <oo 


much to say that Ivan the Terrible made 
possible the work of Peter the Great. 
The last century of the French mon- 
archy saw its ihrone occupied by men 
of small ability nnd generally consider- 
able vices, whose alleged greatness—as, 
for instance, Louis XIV.—was due to 
their ministers, and not to themselves. 
Yet during this period France undoubt- 
edly became the most powerful of the 
continental nations. In Englishhistory 
we have a striking example in the reign 
of the infamous Charles II. the great- 
est scoundrel v.ho 
ever sat on the 


T^nelibh throne. In his reign the value 
of the mercantile marine doubled, the 
excise revenue nearly trebled, and, per- 
haps mon eloquent proof of all. land 
round the great cities more than trebled 
in value. 
So, too. with the first four 


Georges. They w ere all w eak and mo11 
vicious, and yet it was during the pe- 
riod cohered b^ their reigns the British 
fntion took its final form and laid the 
foundation of all its subsequent tri- 
umphs.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

Isit surpris- 
ng- that many smokers suffer from in- 
ligestion? The wonder is that there 
.re any smokers alive. 


Now, multiply those 510, etc , par- 
icles by 305 and you will get the total 
or a j ear—barring leap year. 
Then 


get the particles together and meas- 
ure them in the concrete with a yard 
measure, and you- will find that a mod' 
erate user of tobacco' will smoke a 
street of houses in 12 months! 


These statements are based on fig- 


ures supplied by a scientist, who, it-is 
lardly necessary to add, is not a 
smoker. lie gives some other facts. 


The "cake" in the bowl of a pipe is* 


t appear?, composed of real coal, as 
good as any that is mined. It isformec 


the juices oozing under the high 


temperature from the burning tobacco 
and would burn if subjected to suffi- 
cient heat. 


ITjpicnically, strong tobacco is bet 


ter than mild, for in smoke from the 
mild varieties the tiny particles are far 
more numerous and tend to dry up the 
blood by absorbing large quantities o 
moisture from the mouth and lungs. 


It has often been quoted that a grain 


of nicotine administered all at 
o 


would kill the strongest dog. and from 
this have been argued its terrible ef 
fects on the body of a human being. 


While this statement is undoubted]; 


true, it is somewhat misleading. Tnor 
der to commit suicide by smoking the 
dog would have to consume over 
strong- cigars, one right after the other 
He could put himself out of the worl" 
much easier by eating the boxes. 


A great deal of misapprehension ex 


ists ns to what nicotine really is. It i 
popularly supposed that nicotine is thi 
brown fluid which may be sometime 
seen in the stem of the pipe, or the de 
posit which can be left on a handker 
chief by blowing a mouthful of smok 
through it. 


Nicotine is nothing of the sort. It i 


perfectly white in color, and fortunate 
ly for the1 .smokers it takes many pipe 
fuls to produce sufficient to cover 
dime.—Chicago Chronicle,

MIGRATION TO SIBERIA. 


Strange Fmclnidon Exerclicd 


oo Rnn.iaiw by the Great 


In the last three years nearly 500,000 


Russians of the peasantclass are known 
officially to have, migrated from Eu- 
ropean Paissia to various parts of Si- 
'erid. They are chiefly drawn from the 
rain-growing districts, which 
have 


suffered four serious tamincs since the 
year 1591. Although the peasant can- 
not legally quit his land without special 
permission from the government, very 
many cases are recorded of peasants 
slipping away from all their liabilities 
at home and making for the El Dorado 
which they believe Siberia to be. It is 
certain that the full total of migrations 
is much more than accounted for by tlie 
official figures. These reached 107,000 
for the first eight months of last year 
alone. Siberia appears to the starving 
peasant of European Russia as a prom- 
ised land of freedom and plenty, but, 
owing to the constantly recurring re- 
ports of gold being found in widely 
separated districts, Siberia also appeals 
to a better class of emigrant*. 


A curious case occurred recently at 


Tomsk of the fascination which the 
tountry is beginning to have upon tHe 
Russian. Two j oung men, brothers, de- 
termined to seek their fortunes in the 
gold-bearing regions supposed to be 
within reach of that town. They were 
residents of ore of the western Polish 
provinces, and having no money to pay 
their way to the land of gold they went 
to the local police and, announcing that 
they noie Siberian "resident" exiles 
who had "forgotten their place of ori- 
gin." were sent with the usual convict 
gang at the government expense to 
Tomsk. There they revealed their ruse 
to the authorities and were imprisoned 
while the customary voluminous corre- 
spondence took place between the vari- 
ous authorities concerned. They ara 
said to be still lying in prison some 
three months after their attempt to bet- 
ter tliem^ehjjs in this original manner. 
The trick of "forgetting" one's name 
and place of origin is an old ruse em- 
plnved by escaped convicts to get back 
.to Siberia with only the flogging in- 
variably inflicted on that class, 
but 


without the increase of sentence im- 
posed if the authorities can trace the 
man. 
These tricksters are known as 


".Tohnrjj-Dunno-My-Xame." and their 
number.s rind plenty of employment for 
the police all over Ihe country. It is 
an interesting sign of the times tl'at 
tbese two \ oung men. who had received 
a good education, should be following 
the example of the peasant, who is al- 
ways only too ready to listen to any 


cr, of tlie promised land of plenty, 


whether, as now, it be located in Si- 
leria or. as was- the cise a few years 
igo, in South American. — London 
Standard.

The tribunal of Modica, in tlie Sicilian 


province of Syracuse, has just 
pro- 


nounced n sentence which is declared 
to have no parallel in the judicial an- 
nals of Italy, as it lias probably few in 
those of any other country. A man 
named Lnpo Salvatoro, of Comiso, had 
passed himself oft as an advocate, antl 
had with consummate skill committed 
03 different acts of serious fraud in 
which he succeeded in using; the ma- 
chinery of the law. He had forged the 
.signatures of the president and judges 
of the. high court, of the king's procur- 
ator, and of the chancellorof the court. 
From this last-mentioned official he had 
even, with splendid audacity, stolen foi 
a short time the seal of the chancery, 
which he needed to give effect to his 
fraudulent documents. The sentence is 
even more remarkable than the crimes. 
Salvaiore was. condemned 
to three 


years' imprisonment on each of the OS 
cases, which brings the total of the sen- 
tence to 189 years, though the longest 
incarceration which the convict can be 
legally made to undergo is 30 years. 
The penalty inflicted is in each ease the 
minimum for the offense. 
Had 
the 


court decided upon the maximum, which 
is ten years, the aggregate term of im- 
prisonment would have been C30 years.

Eome-marmfactured rushlights and 


candles were in constant use by the 
Scotch peasantry, says Good Words. 
Moiled animal fat gave the required tal- 
low, and the same green rushes as were 
used for cruisie wick supplied it also in 
this case. 


In making rushlights r.H the green 


coalingof these rushes was stripped off; 
but for caudle wick a thin strip was '.eft 
on either side of the pith to strengthen 
and support it. Otherwise the manu- 
facture of these two lights was very 
Biniilar. 
This substance from 
the 


rushes, when dried, was tied to a rod, 
then dipped into the boiling fat and al- 
lowed to cool, and this process was re- 
peated until the rushlight, or candle, 
had become the desired thickness. In 
later years candles were made in molds. 
The tape was passed through a. hole in 
the center of the mold and knotted to 
prevent it slipping. The fat was then 
poured in and allowed to cool. 


These molds, during the days of the 


candle tax, were jealously guarded by 
the owners, and hidden iu the most 
secret corners from the prying eyes of 
the exciseman. The caudles were usu- 
u'.ly made at night- in some outhouse, 
and watchers were posted at convenient 
corners to give timely warning of any 
approach ot the ubiquitous officer.

Ha had the holy 
oil poured upon him and was clothed 
in priestly garments aud given hia ser- 
vice at the sanctuary. Thus he was a 
priest as long as he lived. 


Christ fullilled the typo when he 


entered \ipou his public ministry. He 
was baptized iu tlio river Jordan and 
thus his body was washed. The Holy 
Spirit was sent upon him and thus ho 
was auomted. Ou the cross he was 
spiiiikled iu his own blood. Thus bo 
was accredited by the three witnesses 
that John names m his epistle, "the 
Spirit, tho water aud the blood." 
Soou after his death ho ro=o from the 
tomb aud ascended iuto heaven and is 
now clothed iu tho robes of his eternal 
priesthood aud is fulfilling his work 
as our hi^k priest How docs one now 
become a Clnistiau, or become a mem- 
ber ot God's holy priesthood? By 
conforming to tho new testament ful- 
fillment of the eld testament type.

jprmklecl with blood, anointed with 
the outpoured Holy Spirit aud have 
our bodies washed with water.

Tho anointing with oil is 


fulfilled when wo receive the Holy 
bpint.
